SENTIMENTS WERE THOSE OF A GREAT MAN 


The People Have Spoken, He Says, 
and Their Will Is Law—In 


Good Spirits. 


Lincoln, Neb., November 5.—The first tn- 
formation that Senator Jones had con- 
ceded the election of McKinley was given 
to Mr. Bryan at 8 oclock this evening 
through the meditem of a Southern Asso- 
ciated Press bulletin. Mr. and Mrs. Bryan 
were out walking when the bulletin was 
received. 

They had been in doors all day, and af- 
ter supper decided to take a little needed 
exercise. Just as the clock in the library 
of the democratic candidate’s cozy little 
tome was striking the hour, husband and 
wife returned 

Mr, Talbot, Mr. Bryan’s law partner, 
who had just been elected to the Nebraska 
legislature on the republican ticket, and 
several newspaper men -were in the 
library at the time. Mr. Bryan read the 
bulletin without showing any signs of 
feeling, and remarked as he finished: 

“T’ll wait to hear from Senator Jones 
vefore saying anything.’’ 

Then he put on a velvet jacket and be- 
gan chatting pleasantly with some per- 
sonal friends who were with him in the 
parlor. 

There was nothing of the pathetic in 
the scene. Mr. Bryan had not clung to 
the hopes held out to him by some of his 
enthusiastic followers, and was prepared 
for the news. 

His wife, tco, kuew that nothing en- 
couraging was to be expected. Her good 
nature came to the fore When she realized 
that the strain was over, and she laughed 
and joked with those about her, while Mr. 
Bryan also chaffed the newspaper men 
during the wait for the official. message 
from Senator Jones. Half an hour later 
a telegraph messenger handed a dispatch 
to the defeated candidate. 

“You may say," said he, turning to the 
newspaper men, after reading the telegram, 
“that the election of McKinley is conceded 
and I will issue a statement tonight.”

There appeared to be nothing forced 
about the pleasant manner of the young 
political leader. He seemed actually happy 
that the strain was over. He told the rep- 
resentative of the Southern Associated 
Press in the conversation that ensued that 
tonight he would prepare an address to be 
issued to the bimetallists of the country 
and would make it public before noon to- 
inorrow, and not this evening, as he had 
previously said. Mr. Bryan said he did

D. H. Hillman ‘Appointed To Succeed 
Jack Cutler of the Evansville Line, 


GEORGIA SOUTHERN GOSSIP 


Other Changes Talked of There— 
President Comer Tells About the 
New Steamship Line. 


Mr. F. P. Jeffries, general freight and 
passenger agent of the Evansville and 
Terre Haute and of the Chicago and East- 
ern Jilinois, was here yesterday and an- 
nounced some appointments. 

As has been previously stated in The 
Constitution, Mr. Jack Cutler, the general 
southern agent of the roads mentioned, has 
resigned to become general freight agent 
of the Georgia Southern and Florida.

His headquarters will be in Atianta. 

Mr. 8S. L. Rogers, formerly passenger 
agent of the Evansville road at Chatta- 
nooga, comes here as traveling passenger 


and freight agent. 

Mr. A. W. Collier, Mr. Cutler’s assistant 
here, was appointed contracting agent in 
Atlanta. These appointments take effect 
November 15th. 

Mr. Jeffries, Mr. Hillman, Mr. Rogers and 
Mr. H. R. Griswold, assistant general 
freight and passenger agent, were here. 
Mr. Jeffries’s headquarters are at Evans- 


ville. 


The resignation of Mr. Stone, the general 
freight agent of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida, takes effect November 15th, but 
he will remain with the road until De- 
cember ist to wind up the month’s busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Craven, master of transportation on 
the Georgia Southern and Florida, has re- 
signed and Mr. W. M. Legg, yardmaster 
of the road, succeeds him.

PRESIDENT COMER HERE. 


Satisfied with the Result of the Elec. 
tion—Talks of New Steamship Line. 
President H. M. Comer, of the Centra] 

railway, came up yesterday from Savan- 

nah. He was not one of the democrats 
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who regretted the result of Tuesday’s elec- 
tion. Early in the campaign he contributed 
to one of the railway papers an article 
embodying his views on the situation, and 
they did not constitute an argument for 
free coinage. “Mr. Comer believes that con- 
fidence will return and that better times are 
near at hand. 

Speaking of the new steamship line which 
the Central is about to establish between 
Savannah and Europe, Mr. Comer said that 
he took the step because Savannah had 
suffered this year on account of high rates 
on ocean freight. Brunswick, Port Royal, 
Charleston, Wilmington and Portsmouth 
all had lower ocean rates than Savannah, 
and therefore cotton has been. going to 
those ports in preference to Savannah.

He says that he sees no reason why some 
of the western grain should not be ex-. 
ported by way of Savannah. The steamers 
running out of Savannah will take any 
kind of cargo that offers and to any port, 
whether Liverpool, Bremen, the Mediter- 
ranean or South America. 


‘R. J. STEPHENS KILLED. 


He Was a Well-Known Conductor on 


the Western and Atlantic. 


R. J. Stephens, one of the Western and 
Atlantic’s freight conductors, was fatally 
injured at Chickamauga, Tenn., on Tues- 
day morning and died that afternoon in 
St. Vincent’s infirmary at Chattanooga.

GOT ANOTHER MAN’S MAIL 


Was Arrested but Escaped from an 
Officer Yeagterday Morning. 
He Will Be Caught. 


Detective Wootten, of the local police 
force, had a desperate encounter with a 
negro criminal at the station house yester- 
day morning, which resulted in the ne- 
gro’s escape. His name is John Skelton and 
he is wanted by the United States authori- 
ties for using the mails for fraudulent pur- 
poses. 
Skelton was arrested early yesterday 
morning by Officer T. W. James, of the 
United States court, and*locked in the sta- 
tion house. The officials have been on the 
lookout for him for some time, but only 
succeeded in catching him yesterday. 
About 10 o’clock in the forenoon the de- 
tectives were examining Skelton on the 
third floor of the station house. After they 
had finished Wootten took him by the coat 
sleeve and started down the steps. Offi- 
cer James followed. 
At the bottom the negro gave Wootten a 
sudden lurch, and made a rush for the 
sidewalk. The officer held on to him with 
all his power, and was literally dragged 
down the rough steps, and out into the 
street. Wootten, after a desperate struggle, 
was finally overpowered by the outlaw, 
who dashed up the street with lightning 
rapidity. 
Officer James followed for several blocks, 
but the negro was a good sprinter and es- 
caped. He has not been seen since. A re- 
ward of $10 has been offered for his capt- 
ure, and it is probable he will be again 
arrested and locked up before night. 
Wootten was slightly injured in the strug- 
gle to hold the prisoner. He is not a strong 
man physically, and was confined to his 
home almost the entire day yesterday as 
a result. He is not blamed by his superior 
officers for allowing the negro to escape. 

The Wrong Mr. Skelton. 
There is a white man in the city whose 
name is also John W. Skelton. He has rel- 
atives in Tunnel Hill, Ga., who correspond 
with him regularly and occasionally send 
him money. Last week. the colored Skelton 
inquired for his mail at the office and the 
clerk delivered to him a letter intended for 
the white Skelton from his Tunnel Hill 
relatives. , 
The negro read the letter with great sat- 
isfaction, knowing that he had a fine op- 
portunity to pull those relatives for some 
money. The negro’s cyes glistened as he 
read the tender passage, “If you are ever 
in trouble and need money, let us know and 
we will send it to you.” 
It was little inconvenience for the negro 
to manufacture the necessary trouble. He, 
therefore, wrote the feeling relatives in 
Tunnel Hill a remarkable epistle. He de- 
scribed very graphically how he had just 
been in a terrible railroad wreck. He had 
been crushed under a car, and one of his 
legs was broken. He wanted the modest 
sum of $20 to pay his doctor’s bill, ‘if dear 
Cousin Sallie would be so kind.’’ 

He Got His Money. 

When dear Cousin Sallie received that de- 
scriptive note her heart was touched from 
great sympathy for her Atlanta kinsman. 
She hustled around among her friends and 
raised the money, and in another day it had 
landed in the hands of the “wrong Mr. 
Skelton.”’ 
The right Skelton eontinued to corre- 
spond with his cousin, and it was not long 
before it was known that that money had 
fallen into wrong hands. The authorities 
were notified, and an officer placed at the 
delivery window waiting for the negro to 
again get his mail.

But boilers huve been known to explode 
when there could be found no defects at 
all, and as this boiler had been inspected 
twice only a few hours before the accident aon \ 
occurred causes the railruad men to re- ‘i wy 
gard the explosion superstitiously. \ 

About ten months ago an engine on the 1 A Saale \ 
Louisville and Nashville railroad was aN oN 
rumbling over the rails at the rate of forty 
miles an hour under a full pressure of 
efeam to make a meeting potnt at Deca- 
tur. Ala. Without a moment’s warning 
the boiler burst, exploding into a thousand 
atoms, entirely clearing the track of all 
jebris, and the coaches ran until stopped 
by the force of gravitation and the action 
of the brakes. — 

A passenger engine, while standing on # : 
the main line in front of the little station 
at Marietta, exploded several months ago, 
wrecking the station, dumaging the hotel 
and dong much damage to surrounding 
buildings. 

A similar accident occurred several years 
ago in Tennessee, several men losing their 
lives on ‘account of the concussion and the 
fiving pieces of steel and iron. 

Probabivy no one was more 
when informed of Wednesday night’s 
explosion than Engineer Corry. who had 
run the engine from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta the day of the accident. The engine 
hud steamed perfectly and pulled its heavy 
train of freight cars without difficulty, and 
he was thoroughly satisfied with the long 
trip. 
“I can’t understand what was the cause 
of the explosion,’ said he yesterday. “The 
engine certainly worked all right with me 
on the home trip, and I saw nothing wrong

“There is nothing but guess work about 
the question,’’» said an experienced engin- 
eer yesterday while discussing the accident. 
“LT have known engines to wear themselves 
out by long service and never injure any- 
body, and I have seen a new engine blow 
up before the paint was hardly dry. It’s 
just simply a question of luck. Some will 
be safe and others will not run a hundred 
miles before a man is killed or something 
goes wrong.” 

Inquest Over the Dead Man. 

Yesterday morning an inquest was held 
over the remains of William’ Mann und Abe 
Goss by Coroner Paden, but no new light 
Was thrown upon the tragedy.

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institution of proceedings in behalf of the 
state to recover about eight acres of land in 
the city of Chattanooga, which is now 
claimed and occupied by the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad. The 
plot of eight acres ig valued at more than 
$200,000 and includes one-half of the ground 
occupied by the union passenger depot of 
Chattanooga and some of the most valua- 
ble terminal property in that city. 

The plot in dispute was transferred to 
the Nashville and Chattanooga railroad in 
1860 by Governor Joseph E. Brown in con- 
sideration of $8,000 in cash to be paid and 
another piece of land amounting to a frac- 
tion of an acre in Chattanooga. It is said 
that there is no record in the archives of 
the state to show that this money was ever 
received, either by the state treasurer or 
the treasurer of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad. 

The governor, it is claimed by the state, 
had ro authority to meke such transfer, as 
he was expressly protibited by a statute 
from disposing of any ra'‘iroad terminal 
properties of the Western and Atlantic. 

Inasmuch as there is no record of the 
morey having been paid or the fraction of 
an acre transferred to the state of Geor- 
gia, Colonel Wimbish, fit ts said, will sug- 
gest that the requirements of the deed have 
never been complied with, and the deed ig, 
therefore, inoperative. 

The state’s attorney, it is said, will re- 
port that he finds no act or resolution of 
the general assembly authorizing such 
transaction on the part of the governor. 
There is an act of the general assembly, 
approved February 8, 1850, the first section 
of which reads as follows 

“That the governor be authorized to dis- 
pose of such lands lying on the line of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, as he may 
deem expedient, by public sale.”’ 

It can hardly be supposed that this was 
intended to authorize a sale of depot 
grounds or terminals; and this is made 
clear by another act, passed at the same 
session and approved sixteen drys later. 
on February 23, 1850, section 6 of which act 
is as follows: 

“The governor shall not sell at any time 
any part of the right of way heretofore 
acquired by the state, nor any property or 
land that may be necessary now or at any 
other time, for the erection of depots, wood 
yards, or water stations, or for any other 
improvement necessary cr convenient to 
said road.’’ : 

The property involved is not only of large 
pecuniary value, but Would add greatly io 
the terminal facilities of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad at Chattanooga should it 
be recovered, 

Considered purely as a legal proposition 
it is believed that the state could probably 
be successf"l in an effort to recover the 
property. Certain it is that no adequate 
consideration has inured to the state, and 
the trarsaction’ was at ihe time, in the 
opinion of Mavy, without sufficient author- 
ity. 

The supreme cvuurt of Tennessee in at 
least one aecision has gone far toward rec- 
ognizing that the state of Georgia owns 
the Western and Atiintic fn its sovereign 
capacity. If this be admitted the time 
which the property has been occupied by 
the Nashville and Chattanooga railroad 
would not run against the state, nor would 
the doctrine of estoppel be applicable to it. 

The cuurts of Tennessee have several 
times held that as to transactions involved 
in or arising out of the operations of the 
road, the state descends to the level! of a 
business corporation, but the particular 
case referred to seems to recognize the dis- 
tinction that in so far as concerns the 
ownership of the property the state is en- 
titled to claim the prerogatives of sov- 
ereignty. 

Whether or not suit for recovery of this 
property by the state will be instituted is 
a matter that will be left entirely to the 
general assembly after Attorney he imbish’s 
report has been filed. 

The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad is the lessee of the Western and 
Atlantic and the relations between that 
company and the state of Georgia are of 
the most satisfactory character. By their 
compliance with all the requirements of 
the lease they have earned the good will of 
the people of this state and it is by no 

certain that the kgisiature will care

Mr. James F. Walker was the father of 
Samuel T. Walke?t;« W. T. Walker and 
other children, all of whom join in the

Some time prior t@ the death of Mr. 
James F. Waiker, who held only a life es- 
tate in the praperty that is now being 
sued for, he proposed to sell the land to 
Captain Liddell, who was to pay him $1,500 
per ahnum during his lifetime, and at his 
death to pay the $25,000, the price of the 
land, to his children. 

The children of Mr. Walker then signed 
a deed to the property, and this deed was 
given to Mr. Walker, who in turn delivered 
it to Captain Liddell, so it is said, with 
the understanding that the purchase mon- 
ey was to be paid to the heirs of Mr. Wal- 
ker at the time of his death. In the mean- 
time an arnua!l rent of interest was to be 
paid Mr. Walker by Captain Liddell during 
the former’s lifetime. 

The Walker heirs claim that Captain 
Liddell gave their father negotiable notes 
for the purchase price, which notes were 
used by their father, and that@mnow they 
have neither the property nor the premise 
of the purchase money which was stipu-

Warranty deed, and that the deed was 
signed by the Walker children voluntarily.

Death Is Often ‘More Horrible in 
Form Than in Feeling.

The most, distressing accidents 
usually produce patmless. deaths, while 
some familiar and little feared diseases 
resuit in intensely azonizing death. 
machinery and the rush and hurry of 
New York life 
of deaths than 

quisition. 

The question as to what are the most 
painful and easiest deaths to die must, of 
course, be deeply interesting to every one. 
Dr. A. P. Smith, of ‘the Metropolitan 
hotel, a surgeon of wide experienre in 
New York, said to a reporter 

“It is a curious fact that few 
know how a man really dies. They 
only a more or less blindly superstitious 
fear and horror of it. The deaths which 
are to be most dreaded have as a 
little or no terror for most people. Now, 
to decide what is actually the most pain- 
ful death any of us can die we must look 
somewhat into the nature of pain or 
agony. 

“In the first place, the greatest suffering 
is produced not by the surface or super- 
ficial nerves of the body, but by a dis- 
turbance at some important nerve renter. 
Many of the deaths which are supposed 
to be accompanied by.the most excruriat- 
ing agony are in reality almost painless, 
because only the outer nerves are affected. 
“Perhaps the most familiar example is 
death from burning. Many people imagine 
that to be burned alive or boiled alive is 
the most intense torture conceivable. As 
a matter of fact, I would rather be burn- 
el to death than die from many of the so- 
ralled ‘natural’ e@auses. This is also true 
of the pain produced by most cuts and 
bruises, Unless such cuts go very deep or 
the bruises are very severe aie death 
caused in this way, although very dis- 
tressing, is not, however, neariy as pain- 
ful as that from many familiar diseases, 

“Most of the railroad and trolley-car 
accidents injure people in just this way. 
Of course, death from such causes its far 
more distressing to relatives. It is 
grievous to see a body mangled or rut 
and bruised oftea beyond recognition. And 
so people naturally dread such a death 
and imagine.that it is the most painful 
death to @ie. But for the victim of such 
an accident the actual pain is not by any 
means as great as most people fancy. 

“The pain, as I said, is in a sense super- 
ficial, and the center of nervous force re- 
mains undisturbed, so that such a person 
can retain consciousness 
urably cool-headed. It should, hesides, be 
considered that any Sock, as in the case 
of a bad accident, produces a dulling or 
numbing effect upon the entire system. 
This is a most merciful provision of na- 
ture. A man who falls from a hich place 
is likely to be unconscious before h: 
reaches the ground. The victims of rail- 
road disasters, as a rule, have their senses 
dulled in this way, and it is much the 
same with a person who is hurned alive 
or who meets death in any. other sudden 
and violent manner.

Interesting Decision in the Butler Street 
Paving Question Handed Down, 


CITY’S ACTION WAS NOT LEGAL 


Judge Lumpkin Makes an Important 
Decision in the Superior Court 
Yesterday. 


It was decided in the superior court yes- 
terday before Judge Lumpkin that the bel- 
gian block paving that was put down on 
Butler street in July, 189, was illegal and 
void and the costs could not be collected 
from the property owners on that street. 

The supreme court recently decided that 
the assessment for the vitrified brick pave- 
ment on the same street was illegal and 
the ruling of Judge Lumpkin holds that 
the belgian block assessment was also con- 
trary to the law and is consequently void. 

The plaintiff in the case is Mr. L. M. Har- 
rison, who was represented by Attorney 
Harry A. Alexander. An illegality was filed 
last March, when City Marshal Humphries 
was about to make a levy. The case came 
up again yesterday and after argument 
was heard a verdict was directed for Mr, 
Harrison on the indisputed evidence. 

The case was exceedingly interesting, as 
it involved the construction of-the city 
paving ordinances. Tie question raised 
was whether or not the city government 
could improve and pave a distance of four 
squares in the extension of a pavement 
previously laid upon a petition from the 
property owners which has less than one- 
third the frontage interested. 

The .eneral law of the city requires 
a petition from more than one-third of the 
frontage, but certain charter amendments 
allow improvements to be made at the ex- 
pense of property owners upon a request of 
less than one-third, when the work does 
not extend over four blocks. 

Judge Lumpkin’s decision was that a 
petition with less than one-third the front- 
age was not legal except when the pave- 
ment connected streets already improved, 
and that otherwise the work was illegal. 

The. petition in issue was signed by 
Messrs. John A. Smith, of Inman, Smith & 
Co., and 8. W. Day, who together owned 
124 feet frontage. It requested the city 


North Butler street, between Jenkins 
street and Decatur street. 

The ordinance was adopted by the coun- 
cil February 18, 1895, concurred in by the 
aldermanic board February 2ist and _ap- 
proved on the 25th. The work was done in 
July, 1896. ' 

A protest was entered at the time by the 
property owners on the street, but nothing 
was done with it by thé council. 

The city authorities have acted for a long 
time upon the construction of the charter, 
which they contended for yesterday, and 
a large number of the streets of the city 
have been paved in this way. 

The property holders on North Butler 
street have mostly paid their assessments 
or have given notes. 

Judge Lumpkin’s ruling will tend to les- 
sen the power of council over street im- 
provements. Judge Anderson announced 
for the city that the case would be taken 
to the supreme court.

Yesterday morning “Uncle Bob” Harde- 
man, who has for ten years held the office 
of state treasurer, turned over the office 
with its millions of dollars in money and 
bonds, to his successor, William J. Speer. 

For some time Colonel Hardeman has 
been arranging his office and preparing to 
turn ft over to Mr. Speer, Wednesday he 
completed his work. 

Mr. Speer accepted the office, finding it in 
excellent condition, and at once began the 
performance of his duties for the next two 
years. He was at his post of duty early 
yesterday morning and was kept busy all 
day. He is well accustomed to the work 
and presides over the office with the ease 
and grace of one who has handled the 


state’s money for years. He received the 


congratulations of his friends yesterday on 


his first day in office. 

Colonel Hardeman had set no special day 
for the turning over of his office to Mr. 
His term had expired and it was 
expected that he would introduce his suc- 
cessor into the treasury department within 
a few days. Late W ednesday afternoon 
as darkness began to fall and all the lights 
in the statehouse were burning brightly. 
“I’ncle Bob,’’ as he is Known to his friends 
and associates, walked slowly into the of- 
fice of one of his associates across the 
corridor. 

“Well,

boys,’ he remarked as he took 
am no longer treasurer of the 
«tate. [ will turn the office over to Mr. 
Speer in the morning.” 

The news was received with general re- 
gret by those who have held office while he 
was treasurer, and the congratulations and 
best wishes of the entire state household 
were sent to Mr. Speer. 

“Uncle Bob’’ Hardeman has, during his 
long term of office, made thousands of 
friends and those who have worked side 
by side with him and come in daily contact 
with him at the capitol have known him to 
love him and have the greatest confidence 
in his ability. 

Statehouse Officers Meet. 

When all the statehouse officers learned 
that he had given up the office it was de- 
cided that he should not leave and sever 
his connection with them without having 
some demonstration of their kindly feeling 
toward him. 

A meeting of the statehouse officers was 
calied for yesterday morning at 10:30 o'clock, 
and when that time arrived only two were 
absent. Shortly before 11 o'clock thé meet- 
ing was called to order by Colonel W. A. 
Wright, comptroller general. 

He made a short talk, in which he told 
of the object of the meeting. He said it 
was for the purpose of giving expression of 
the esteem entertained by those connected, 
with the executive and judicial departments 
of the state for the former state treasurer, 
Hon. R. U. Hardeman, and of their regret 
at the severing of their official connection 
with him. : 

On motion of Comptroller General 
Wright, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
Thomas J. Simmons was made chairman of 
the meeting and Henry C. Peeples, reporter 
of the supreme court, was chosén secretary, 

Resolutions of Esteem. 

Justice Simmons called the meeting to 
order and asked if any one present had 
anything to say. Colonel Z. D. Clerk, of 
the supreme court, then introduced the 
following resolutions which give expression 
to the feelings of every officer in the state- 
house: 

“Supreme Courtroom, Atlanta, Ga., No- 
vember 5, 1896.—All officers of ‘this state 
whose daily work is done within the walls 
of this capitol belong to Georgia’s official 
household. It consists of all connected 
with the executive department of the state 
and those who are connected with the su- 
preme court of the state. 

“We, the members of that household, 
have assembled in the supreme courtroom 
to unitedly manifest our esteem and regard 
for Hon. R. U. Hardeman and express our 
regret to lose him as a co-laborer. 

“Hle was elected to the office of state 
treasurer in 1884 and was successively re- 
elected to that office in 1886, 1888, 189¢, 1892, 
18f4. In 1896 he declined to become a can- 
didate for re-election and the term for 
which he was last elected having recently 
expired he voluntarily retires from our 
midst and from the serviée of the state 
as its treasurer, carrying with nim our 
warmest admiration and sincerest good 
will, while a grateful people of a great 
commonwealth laud and praise him as a 
good and faithful servant. Greater reward 
or richer compensation no man could re- 
ceive or should desire ‘than he merits and 
enjoys. 

“Having a high estimate $f the respon- 
sible office which he administered -for so 
many years with conspicuous fidelity to 
the best interest of the state, he, by a 
faithful and prompt performanc@of every 
duty imposed upon him, at all times com- 


sincerest estéem of this 
No member of it could 
withdraw from it. with greater regret to 
its remaining members than that which 
follows our distinguished friend in his re- 
tirement. 
‘In his recent message to the legislature 
now in session the governor makes refer- 
ence to our friend as follows: ‘A full and 
complete history of this transaction will 
be found in the report of our faithful and 
honored state treasurer, Hon. R. U. Harde.- 
man, who now voluntarily retires from the 
high and responsible office which he has 
for many years ably filled, carrying with 
him the love, gratitude and confidence of 
the people of Georgia.’ We concur inthe 
commendation by the governor and direct 
that a copy of this testimonial signed by 
the chairman of this meeting and attested 
by its secretary be delivered to our cherish- 
ed friend.’’ 

The adoption of the resolutions was 

moved by Judge Turner, principal keeper 
of the penitentiary, and were carried by a 
rising vote. The meeting then adjourned. 
The receipt for the effects of the treasurer’s 
office, signed hy Treasurer Speer, shows 
that there is at present $283,695.21 besides 
millions of dollars’ worth of securities.

the Superintendent, 


Negro Has a Desperate Record and at 
One Time Led a Mutiny Among 
the Convicts. 


Judge Joseph S. Turner, principal keeper 
of the penitentiary, has received a let- 
ter from Superintendent Bryan, of the Bain- 
bridge, Ga.. convict camps, telling him that 
Charley Gibson, a desperate negro convict, 
was shot and seriously wounded Wednesday 
while attempting to cut the supermtendcet 
with a knife. 

A few days ago Gibson had a difficulty 
of some kind with one of his fellow con- 
victs. The quarrel grew serious and Gibson 
ended the matter by fighting the man with 
whom he was quarreling. 

Fighting is a punishable offense at the 
convict camps, and when it was reported 
to Superintendent Bryan that Gibson had 
been fighting he went to him with the In- 
tention of punishing him. 

Gibson resented the punishment and de- 
termined not to allow the officer to touch 
him. When Bryan approached him -Gib- 
son, therefore, drew a formidable weapon 
in the shape of a keen knife and made an 
attempt to cut the superintendent. : 

Bryan grabbed a stick and raised it to 
strike the negro. But the blow never de- 
scended on the convict’s head. A guard 
hearing the disturbance rushed to the scene 
and when he saw the negro draw the knife 
he fired at him, striking him in the body. 
Physicians examined the negro and it was 
found that the wound though Serious was 
not necessarily fatal. He is under treat- 
ment and will likely recover. Gibson is 
one of the worst negroes in the Bainbridge 
camp. It was he who led the mutiny at 
that camp some time ago and came near 
causing serious trouble. With several of his 
companions he determined not to allow the 
officers at the camp to punish him. Several 
weeks ago the negroes did something which 
called for punishment, and when the offi- 
cers approached them they resisted and 
came near.causing a-general uprising. So 
serious was the trouble at that time that 
Mr, ‘Moore, assistant Keeper of the peniten- 
tiary, was telegraphed for, and not tntil 
he arrived at the camp was the trouble 
stopped, 

Gibson léd this mutiny and the guards 
had orders to watch him closely and not 
to give him any advantage. It was on this 
account that the guard shot him when he 
drew his knife on Superintendent Bryan. 

Had the convict not been shut he might 
have killed the superintendent before as- 
sistance arrived. The wounding of him will 
have the effect of causing the other con- 
victs at that camp to behave themselves. 

Judge Turner regrets the affair very 
much, but it is pne of those things that 
will happen occasitonally,.and when the des- 
perate character of the negro is taken into 
consideration it is probably the best thing 
that could have been done under the exist- 
ing circumstances.

Mr. Niles, who is probably better known 
s “Chic” Niles, has many friends in this 
city, Macon and Columbus who will learn 
with much regret of his serious condition. 
But it will pleasant information to them 
to know that it is thought he will soon en- 
tirely recover after a much needed rest 
from his work. 

He was for a number of years the At- 
lanta correspondent of The ‘Macon Tel- 
egraph, but for some time he has been 
engaged in newspaper work in Columbus. 
He returned to Atlanta a few weeks ago 
to take a rest, but he failed to secure the

ERROR CAUSES SUIT) 


R. G. Dun & Co. Sued by Maier & 
Berkele, the Jewelers. 


DUN SAYS ERROR WAS A SLIP 


Maier & Berkele Claim That It Was | 


Malicious and Intended To In- 
jure Their Business. 


The suit of Messrs. Maier & Berkele, 
jewelers, against Messrs. R. G. Dun & Co., 
of New York, for $4,000 damages for an al- 
leged willful misrepresentation of the for- 
mer firm’s commercial standing, came up 
for trial before Judge Newman yesterday 
in the United States court. 

Messrs. Maier & Gerkele were represent- 
ed. by Judge Marshall J. Clarke. Messrs. 
Dun & Co. were represented by Judge John 
L. Hopkins and Walter R. Brown. The 
case hinges largely on a question of in- 
tention. 

Dun & Co., in thelr regular publication 
of the commercial standing of firms and 
financial and business conditions generally, 
published the fact that a mortgage deed 
had been filed against Mailer & Berkele. 
Mr. Berkele was mentioned in the article 
as a member of the firm of Maier & Ber- 
kele and the plaintiffs claim that he was 
in no way connected with the firm and that 
Dun’'s agent, who printed the statement, 
knew at the time that there was no connec- 
tion between Mr. Berkele and Maier & Ber- 
kele, and that the facts were misrepresent- 
ed for the purpose of injuring the firm of 
jewelers. 

The publication referred to is in the fol- 
lowing words, which birintipanlans in Dun’s 
weekly change sheet: 

“Maicr & Berkele—M. Berkele, 
firm, gives real estate deed $4,100." 

The plaintiffs alleged that Mr. Kirk, of 
Dun's local-agency in Atlanta, mad malice 
toward Mr. John Berkele, of the firm of 
Maier & Berkele, and had once threatened 
to “do him up.” 

Dun & Co., through their counsel, en- 
deavored to prove that Mr. Kirk had noth- 
ing to do with the publication, but that Mr. 
Brady transmitted the information to the 
New York office. The defendants also in- 
troduced testimony to prove that they cor- 
rected the report as soon as the error was 
discovered before any suit was entered and 
that there was no injury to Maier & Ber- 
kele. 

They claimed further that they are not 
subject to sult on the grounds on which 
the present suit was based because they 
printed the original report, about which 
the trouble is raised, in a privileged com- 
munication whict“was made to their per- 
sonal subscribers and that it was not scat- 
tered broadcast to any body who could 
read. They say the publication was purely 
an unhintentional error. 

The case aroused considerable interest, 
but was not decided. It will go to the jury 
probably this morning.
